Tho sort of ethics which is preached on 
thia subject is well illustrated by an ex- 
tract from o'lesture on “South Dakota 
Divorce Laws’ delivered recently before 
the Unity. Club of Sioux Falls by Judge 
Parks Davis, "an eminent lawyer,” In his 
lecture the Judge said :— 


‘No acandal can justly attach, oither to 
the laws or the courts of the State of South 
Dakuta, with reference to tho aubject of 
divorces, The standing and demeanor of 
thona who obtain divorces hero, almost 
without exception, have been such as to de- 
nionstrate that they are people of culture: 
and rocial position, and that the grievances 
for which they soak retief are real, Tho 
purpose of their coming jaa, lawful one~— 
aa much so a¢if they sought the pure air 
and snlubrivus climate of the State for tho 
benvfit of their hoalth, or its fertile soil for 
agricultnral purposes,’ , 


Comparing, then, the sentimental and 
practical viows of the divorce question, it 
is obvions how much stronger is ‘the pill’ 
of the latter. In now Btates, where tho 
struguls of lifo is hardest, and the resulting 
tomptation to * boom’ the State in--every 
possible way ix almost irrosistibla—tho 
attempt, alnacat snecensiut, of the Louisiana 
Lottery to get a foothold ia North Dakata 
comes forcibly to mind—moral considera: 
tions muat: be held choap. The ono way in 
which a matter liko this ‘of divorce, which 
concerns the whole United States, can be 
satisfactorily regulated, is obviously through 
a uniform ‘divorce law.
